HE DENIES STORY OF ANY AT­ 
TEMPT TO “PACK” KANSAS 
CITY CONVENTION. 


ST. LOUIS REPUBLIC IN ERROR 


In a Dictated Statement to the Edi 
tor of That Pap er Reed Giv es 
His Views on the Tariff 
and Other Matters. 


Kansas City, M o, Jan. 4.—“I can 
hardly believ e,” said James A. Reed 
last niglit, “that the 
article 
which 
ap p eared in this morning’s St. Louis 
Rep ublic was p rinted 
with the ap ­ 
p rov al or knowledge of those in au­ 
thority on that p ap er. 
“Should the Rep ublic hav e the In­ 
terests of the 
democratic 
p arty at 
heart it seems inconceiv able that an 
article tending toward disrup ting thf» 
p arty harmony should ap p ear in Its 
columns. The only reason that this 
article has not harmed the p arty or­ 
ganization is that the democrats al 
large know there W'as no basis for 
its iiublication. 
“My Dosition on the tariff la too 
well known throughout the « tate to 
be p ut in a false light by an article 
of this kind. As for p acking the con­ 
v ention to 
be 
held at Kansas City 
Jan. 8, such an assertion Is p rep os­ 
terous. 
“Democrats undev tstand 
that the 
Kansas City meeting is to be more In 
the nature of a lov e 
feast than a 
conv ention. Delegates hav e T)« en se­ 
lected from ov er the state to come 
here for the p urp ose 
of getting to­ 
gether in the interests of p arty har­ 
mony. No delegate’s credentials wdll 
he examined. 
Ev ery democrat who 
p uts in an ap p earance wdll be giv en 
a welcome. All that will he done at 
this meeting will ho the making of

banquet. 
“Should it hav e been my desire to 
‘p ack’ this meeting with my friend =i, 
something that I certainly hav e no 
wish to do, what w'ould it av ail me? 
“No senator Is to be named at this 
time, and 
if 
ev ery 
man 
p resent 
should 
shout 
himself hoarse 
for 
Reed, what effect would hav e on the 
senatorial 
situation? 
Absolutely 
none.” 
Mr. Reed declares that when the 
question of holding a harmony meet­ 
ing was first talked of by the demo­ 
crats of the state, he suggested that 
the meeting be held at Jefferson City. 
Leading p arty men, he says, were not 
in fav or of that p lan. 
“I did not select the p lace for hold­ 
ing this meeting,”

The second p rop osition: Was the 
Rep ublic really serious wffien it inti­ 
mated there was any question as to 
my p osition on the tariff? I hav e been 
making sp eeches

the retu rns on sales of food p rodu cts. 
As fast as we receive these figu res 
we will comp are them with the p rices 
the same p rodu cts b ring in the cities 
where they are consu med. 
We will 
then make the facts p u b lic. 
“We intend to b ring ou t the tru th, 
irresp ective of whom 
it 
hu rts 
or 
whom it b enefits. 
I am convinced 
that the p u b lic is comp elled to p ay a 
great deal more for nearly everything 
it eats than it shou ld. 
There is, however, amp le excu se 
for some of the increase in the cost 
of living.
